WardNal: 

The boundary of this ward starts from Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 46 which is situated on the Northern side 
of Mumbai Pune National Highway near the junction of Mumbai Pune National Highway and KandethRoad. From this 
point boundary runs along the National Highway towards westerly direction upto Cantonment Boundary Piller No. 49 
through Cantonment Boundary Piller Nos. 47 and 48, From this point the Boundary runs Northerly direction along the 
Cantonment Boundary upto Piller No 51 which is situated on the Eastern side of the Central Railway Lines through

direction upto Cantonment Boundary Piller No, 58. Fromihis point the boundary runs along the Cantonment boundary in 
Easterly direction through Cantonment Boundary Piller Nos. 59 to 64 along the side bem of Talegaon Chakan Road upto 
Cantonment Boundary Piller No. 65 , which is situated on the Western bank of Indr^ani River. Then it runs along the bank 
of Indrayani River in southerly direction upto a point opposite Northern comer of AIMES Pump House.

Then the boundary runs North-Westerfy dirccticui along whb National Highway uf^o 
junction of Alkapuri, Then the boundary runs in Southerly direction along with fencing of alk^uri and turns to Westerly 
direction upto O F D R Road. Then the boundary runs towards Northerly direction iqrto Nation^ Highway No. 4 near the 
culvert. Then the boundary runs in westerly direction along with Mumbai Pune road upto railway Over Bridge. Then 
boundary runs in the North-Westerly direction at South side of Railway Line alongwith Railway boundary Wall upto 
unmanned level crossing opposite to K S Pinjan’s Hotel. Then the boundary crosses Sluvaji road alongwith the edge of 
Shivaji Road west side upto Subhash Chowk. Thenit runs in Westerly direction alangwith Si^my VvekanandRoad upto 
Mumbai Pune Road junction. Then the boundary runs in East-SouUuirly direction alongwith Mumbai Pune road upto the 
Bank of India where the boundary of ward No. 5 starts. 

Ward No. 6

situated between Cantonment Boundary Pillar Nos. 25 and 26 at Muiid»i Pune National Highway. From this point the 
boundaiy runs towards East-Northerly direction along Cantonment Boundary Pillars upto Cantonment Bound^ Pillar 
No. ] 9 w hich is situated at the boundary of talawade village. From this point the bo^idaiy runs towards Northcriy direction 
tilong the fencing of Dehu Ammunition Depot near Cantonment Boundary PiharNo. 16 whkdi is located atKailte mala, then 
the boundary runs in the Westerly direction along with the fertoe of DAD No. H/COD and runs towards Westerfy direction 
upto Sant Tukaram Marg along with the COD fencing, which is situated near the >fegetabfe Ottas ofZende mala. From this 
point the boundary runs towards Southerly direction along with left side of Sant Tukaram Maig iqyto Central Ordnance 
Depot and then turns South-Westerly From this point tne Bounrteiy runs towmdsEa^-Southerfy direction atong Thimmayya 
road tow ards Mumbai Pune National Highway. From this point the boundary runs towards Easterly side and meets with the 
acquired boundary pillar which is situated at the comer of Parmaer Ccunploc. From this point the boundary runs towards 
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Southerly direction along with the fencing of Parmar Complex and Western boundary wall of Hindustan Petroleum and 
meets with a natural drain which crosses the Cantomnent boundary. From this point the boundary runs towards North- 
Westerly direction along with the boundary of the Cantorunent and meets with the point at the National Highw^ firosi 
where the boundary of Ward No. 6 starts. 

Ward No. 7: 

The boundary of this ward starts from the Northern comer of MES A1 ?utnp House on Indrayani River Bank. From 
this point the boundary runs towards easterly dircection along the boundary of the Cantonment on the bank of Indrayani 
river upto Cantorunent Boundary Pillar No. 1 which is situated near the Cremation Shed. From this point the boundary runs 
towards Easterly direction along the Cantorunent boundary upto cantorunent boundary Pillar No. 19. From this point the 
boundary runs towards West-Northerly direction along the fencing of Dehu Ammunition Depot situated at a distance 
approximnately 150 meters towardes Easterly direction of Cantorunent boundary Pillar No. 16. From this point the boundary 
runs towards Westerly direction along the fencing (^DAD and COD and touches Sant Tukaram Marg Junction of Zendemala 
village near the Vegetable Otlas.

From this point the boundary runs along the fencing of 
Alkapuri residential area and returns to National Highway and touches with the same. From this point the boundary runs 
towards Westerly direction along the Mumbai Pune National Highway and touches with a point near railway Over Bridge 
over Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 30. Then boundary runs West-Northerly direction with Central Railway Track upto 
Railw ay Over Bridge of Kariappa Road. Then the boundary runs West-Northerly direction with Bhagat Singh Marg upto 
MES A1 Pump House where the boundary of Ward No. 7 starts.
